Senator Everett Dirksen sent me a copy of your 
letter regarding the presence of Mr. l\lorman Redlich 
on the President's Commission to InvTsHgatr'^lIl"*^ 
Assassination of President Kennedy. 
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Your reply to Senator Dirksen left me with two 
questions. First, why has not the Justice Department 
cited the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee as being 
a Communist front organization if both the House Un- 
American Activities Committee and the Senate Subversive 
Activities Committee have done so? Second, why should 
a person be placed in such an important capacity, if 
in fact, an organization to which he is a member has 
been cited by both branches of Congress as being a 
Communist Front organization. 

In y-our letter to Senator Dirksen, you stated that the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee denied being a com- 
munist front organization. Hava you ever known a com- 
munist front group which didn't deny being so7 In this 
regard your statement is wholely unsatisfactory and 
quite naive. 

With the many good American citizens available to your 
commission, it somewhat concerns me why a person with 
Mr. Redlich' s background should be selected. 
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
